W HEEEAS the Local Government Board for Ireland have 
made the Provisional Orders set forth in the Schedule here- 
unto annexed, under the provisions of the Public Health (Ireland) 41 & 42 Vict. 
Act, 1878 : 52 ' 

5 And whereas it is requisite that the said Orders should be 
confirmed by Parliament : 

Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, 
by and with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
10 by the authority of the same, as follows : 

1. The Orders set out in the Schedule hereunto annexed shall be The Pro- 
and the same are hereby confirmed, and all the provisions thereof 
shall, from and after the passing of this Act, have full validity and Schedule 
force. confirmed.

DUBLIN CORPORATION WATERWORKS. 

PROVISIONAL ORDER. 

Whereas the Right Honourable the ’Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgesses 5 
of Dublin (hereiu-after called the Corporation) were empowered by the 
Dublin Corporation Waterworks Act, 1861, to construct additional waterworks 
for the purpose of providing an improved supply of water from the River Vartry, 
in the county of Wicklow, to the inhabitants of the city of Dublin, and to the 
several towns and places mentioned in the said Act, and called therein “ the 10 
extra-municipal district.” And whereas by the Dublin Corporation Waterworks 
Amendment Act, 18G3, the Dublin Corporation Waterworks Amendment Act, 
1866, and the Dublin Corporation Waterworks Act, 1870, the Dublin Corpora- 
tion Watenvorks Act, 1861, was amended, and further powers conferred upon 
the Corporation. 15 

And whereas by the Pembroke Township Act, 1863, the Corporation is em- 
powered to give and the Commissioners of the said township are empowered to 
receive from the said water supply, a quantity of water equivalent to twenty 
gallons per head per day for the population, from time to time, of the said town- 
ship, and it is enacted that said Commissioners shall pay for such supply of water 20 
to the Corporation, a yearly rent equivalent in amount to the sum which would be 
produced by threepence halfpenny in the pound on the valuation from time to 
time of the rateable property in the township. 

Ank whereas the Blackrock Township Act, 1863, the Bray Township Act, 
1866, the Dalkey Township Act, 1867, the New Kilmaiuham Township Act, 25 
1868, and the Clontarf Township Act, 1869, contain provisions for the supply of 
water to the said several townships similar in all respects to the said provisions 
of the Pembroke Township Act, 1863, except in respect to the poundage rate 
charged for the water supply, which is not the same in all the said townships : 

And whereas by the eighth section of the Dublin Corporation Waterworks and 30 
Fire Brigade Provisional Order 1871 (herein-aftor called the Provisional Order), 
confirmed by the Local Government Board, Ireland, Provisional Order (Dublin) 
Confirmation Act, 1874 (herein-after called the Act of 1874), it is ordered that it 
shall be lawful for the Corporation, should they deem it expedient, and in the 
event of their having a quantity of water in excess of the quantity required for 35 
the use of the city of Dublin, and for the supplies provided for the several town- 
ships by the 'said statutes, and also provided for the townsliip of Killiney and 
Ballybrack by a certain contract therein mentioned, to give to the Commissioners 
of the said several townships respectively, permission to draw water respectively. 
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in excess of the quantities provided by the said statutes and contract from the A.D. 1885. 
pipes and mains of the Corporation, on receiving notice from the Commissioners n~bp 
of the said several townships respectively, of their desire to take such supply Corporation 
in excess of the said statutory allowance at a rate or rates to be agreed upon JFatcricorh. 

5 between the Corporation and such Commissioners respectively, not exceeding in 
any case the rate of four penceper one thousand gallons, and that it should bo 
lawful for the Commissioners of the said several townships to pay out of the 
rates levied in their respective townships the rents, rates, and charges respectively 
made by the Corporation for such supply in excess of the supply provided for by 
10 the said several Township Acts : 

And whereas difficulties have arisen in carrying out the Provisional Order 
with reference to the said Pembroke, Blackrock, Bray, Dalkey, New Kilmainham, 
and Clontarf townships, in consequence of no provision being contained therein 
for ascertaining the populations of the .said several townships from time to time, 

15 for the purposes of tho said Order : 

And whereas the Corporation have made an application under their seal to 
the Local Government Board for Ireland for a Provisional Order, in pursuance 
of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, section two hundred'and fourteen, sub- 
section five, to amend the said Act of 1874 by making provisions to remove such 
20 difficulties ; and whereas all advertisements and notices required by the said 
Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, having been previously duly published and 
given, the Local Government Board for Ireland has caused a local inquiry to be 
made with respect to the said pplication, and it appears to the said Board to be 
proper to make this Provisional Order in relation thereto : 

25 It is ordered by the Local Government Board for Ireland that from and after 
the time of the confirmation of this Order by Parliament, the following provisions 
shall take effect with reference to each of the said Pembroke, Blackrock, Bray, 

Dalkey, New Kilmainham, and Clontarf townships: 

1. It shall be lawful for the sanitary authority of the sanitary district, consist- p 0W er enabling 

30 ing of each of the said townships, at any time within three months after sanitary 

the confirmation of this Order by Parliament, by a contract under the Sic'cotpor^ 
seals of the contracting sanitary authority and of the Corporation, to 10 aso*- 
agree as to the manner in which the population of such sanitary district population by 
shall, from time to time, be ascertained for the purposes of the eighth sec- agreement.

2. Each such contract between a sanitary authority and the Corporation shall 

continue in force and be binding on such contracting sanitary authority, meats, 
and on the Corporation, until the expiration of two years after the day or 
45 night on which the population of Ireland shall be taken for the purposes 

of the parliamentary census, to be taken next after the confirmation of 
this Order by Parliament, aud no longer. 

3. It shall be lawful for the sanitary authority of each of the said townships, ^ew^rnng^ 

at any time within two years and three months after the day or night on ments.

Ireland shall be taken for the purpose of the parliamentary census to be 
taken next after the making of such contract and no longer. 

5. Any agreement entered into between any of the said sanitary authorities 20 

and the Corporation shall, according to the terms thereof, and so long as 
such agreement shall be in force, according to the provisions herein-before 
contained, be valid and effectual to determine the manner iii which the 
population of the sanitary district of the contracting sanitary authority 
shall be ascertained from time to time for the purposes of the said 25 



Provisional Order. 

6. In case no agreement shall have been made between the sanitary authority 
of any of the said sanitary districts within three months from the time of 
the confirmation of this Order by Parliament, in pursuance of the first 
section of this Order, the population of each such sanitary district shall, 30 
until an agreement shall have been made between the Corporation and 
such sanitary authority in pursuance of the third section of this Order, be 
ascertained for the purposes of the said Provisional Order of 1874, from 
time to time, as follow: — 

The population, of the sanitary district, until the expiration of two 35 
years from the day on which the next parliamentary census of the popu- 
lation of Ireland shall be taken, shall be ascertained as follows: — 

The population, according to the parliamentary census, taken in the year 
year 1881 (with an increase, if any, to be ascertained by arbitration in 
the manner lierein-after provided), shall be deemed to have been the 40 
population of the district for the year beginning on the 3rd of April 1881. 

The population for each year beginning on each 3rd of April after the 
3rd of April 1881 shall be ascertained by adding to or deducting from 
the population ascertained for the year beginning on the 3rd of April 
iu the immediately preceding year, one-tenth of the difference between 45 
the population, according to the parliamentary census, taken in the year 
1871 (with an increase, if any, to be ascertained by arbitration in the 
manner herein-after provided, and the parliamentary census taken in the 
year 1881 (with an increase, if any, to be ascertained by arbitration in the 
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manner herein-after provided), such one-tenth to be added if there has 
been an increase in the population, according to the parliamentary census, 
between the years 1S71 and 1881, and to be subtracted if the population 
has diminished according to the said census. 

5 Provided that in case the difference between the population between 

the years 1871 and 1881 is not exactly divisible by ton, the next lowest 
integral number shall be taken in place of the exact one-tenth of such 
difference. 

7. The population of the district after the expiration of two years from the day 

on which the next parliamentary census shall be taken, shall (in case and 
whenever no contract made in pursuance of section three of this Order 
shall be in force therein) be ascertained as follows : — 

The population according to the last parliamentary census taken more 
than two years before the time at which the population is to be ascertained 
15 (with an increase, if any, to be ascertained by arbitration in the manner 

herein-after provided), shall be deemed to have been the population for the 
year, commencing on the day on which such census shall have been 
taken, and the population for each subsequent year shall be ascertained by 
adding to or subtracting from such population one-tenth of the difference 
20 between the population according to such census and the immediately 

preceding census (with an increase, if any, to be ascertained by arbitration 
in the manner herein-after provided), in like manner in all respects as is 
herein-before provided in respect of the period from the confirmation of 
this Order until two years after the next parliamentary census shall be 

25 taken. 

8. Whereas the sanitary districts included in this Order, or some of them, 

are places of resort in die summer for the inhabitants of the city of Dublin 
and other places ; and consequently, owing to the time of year at which a 
parliamentary census is usually taken, the population of such districts as 
SO appearing in such parliamentary census may not afford a proper means of 

ascertaining the population of the said districts, or of some of them, 
for the purposes of the said Provisional Order of 1874, and of this 
Order. 

It is further ordered as follows : — 

35 The sanitary authority of each 'sanitary district included in this Order 

may at any time within three months after the confirmation of this Order 
by Parliament, and at any subsequent time within two years and three 
months after the day or night on which the last preceding parliamentary 
census of the population of Ireland shall have been taken, by notice under 
40 the seal of such sanitary authority, to be delivered within such periods 

respectively to the town clerk of the said Corporation, require that the 
question whether any and wh it additions should be made, for the reasons 
aforesaid, to the populatiou of the said district, as appearing by such 
parliamentary census and the last preceding parliamentary census for 
45 the purposes of sections six and seven of this Order shall be settled by 

arbitration, and thereupon such question shall bo deemed to be a matter 
directed to be settled by arbitration, in the manner provided by sections 
two hundred and sixteen and two hundred and seventeen of the Public

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Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, and shall be referred to and settled by 
arbitration in the manner provided by the said sections. 

Iu case uo such notice shall be delivered by the sanitary authority of 
any of the said sanitary districts within three months after the confirma- 
tion of this Order by Parliament, the population for the years 1871 and g 
1881 of the district or districts of any sanitary authority or sanitary 
authorities failing to give such notice shall, for the purposes of the said 
Provisional Order of 1 87 4, and the sixth section of this Order, be deemed 
to be the population according to the census taken in the years 1871 and 
1881 respectively. And in case no such notice shall be delivered by any jq 
of the said sanitary authorities, at any subsequent time, within two years 
and three months after the day or night on which the then last preceding 
parliamentary census shall have been taken, the population of the district 
or districts of any sanitary authority or authorities failing to give such 
notice at the times of the taking of such last preceding parliamentary qg 
census, and the parliamentary census immediately preceding the same, 
shall, for the purposes of the said Provisional Order of 1874, and of the 
seventh section of this Order, be deemed to be the population according 
to the parliamentary census. 

9. All the costs, charges, and expenses of and incidental to the applying for, 20 

preparing, obtaining, and confirming this Order, shall be paid by the 
Corporation. 

10. This Order may be cited and referred to for all purposes as the Dublin 
Corporation Waterworks Provisional Order, 1885.

Whereas the Right Honourable the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Burgesses of 
Dublin (herein-after called “ the Corporation ”) were empowered by the Dublin 
Corporation Waterworks Act, 1861, to construct additional waterworks for the 35 
purpose of providing an improved supply of water from the River Vartry, in the 
county of Wicklow, to the inhabitants of the city of Dublin, and to the several 
towns and places mentioned in the said Act, and called therein “the extra- 
municipal districts ” ; and whereas by the Dublin Corporation Waterworks Amend- 
ment Act, 1863, the Dublin Corporation Waterworks Amendment Act, 1S66, and 40 
the Dublin Corporation Waterworks Act, 1870, the Dublin Corporation Water- 
works Act, 1861, was amended, and further powers conferred upon the 
Corporation : 
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And -whereas by the Pembroke Township Act, 1863, the Corporation is 18 g 5 

empowered to give and the Commissioners of the said township are empowered 

to receive from the said water supply, a quantity of water equivalent to twenty Dublin 
gallons per head per day for the population, from time to time, of the said town- ^f^ervMrkt 
5 ship, and it is enacted that said Commissioners shall pay for such supply of water 
to the Corporation a yearly rent equivalent in amount to the sum which would 
be produced by threepence-halfpenny in the pound on the valuation from time to 
time of the rateable property in the township :

ships by the said statutes, and also provided for the township of Killiney and 
Ballybrack by a certain contract therein mentioned, to give to the Commissioners 
25 of the said several townships respectively, permission to draw water respectively, 
iu excess of the quantities provided by the said statutes and contract from the 
pipes and mains of the Corporation, on receiving notice from the Commissioners 
of the said several townships respectively, of their desire to take such supply in 
excess of thesaid statutory allowance at a rate or rates to be agreed upon between 
30 the Corporation and such Commissioners respectively, not exceeding in any case 
the rate of fourpence per one thousand gallons, and that it should bo lawful for 
the Commissioners of the said several townships to pay out of the rates levied 
in their respective townships the rents, rates, and charges respectively made by 
the Corporation for such supply in excess of the supply provided for by the said 
35 several townships Acts : 

And whereas difficulties have arisen in carrying out the Provisional Order 
with reference to the said Pembroke, Kingstown, Blackrock, Bra]', Dalkey, New 
Kilmainbam, and Clontarf townships in consequence of no provision being con- 
tained therein for ascertaining the populations of the said several townships from 
40 time to time for the purposes of the said Order : 

And whereas the Corporation have made an application under their seal to the 
I.ocal Government Board for Ireland for a Provisional Order, in pursuance of 
the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878, section 214, sub-section 5, to amend the 
said Act of 1874 by making provisions to remove such difficulties ; and whereas 
45 all advertisements and notices required by the said Public Health (Ireland) Act, 

1878, having been previously duly published and given, the Local Government 
Board for Ireland has caused a local inquiry to be made with respect to the 
said application : 
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And whereas by the Dublin Corporation Waterworks Provisional Order, 1885 
(which Order has not yet been confirmed by Parliament), it is ordered by the 
Local Government Board for Ireland that, from and aftor the time of the confirma- 
tion of the said last-recited Order by Parliament, the provisions therein contained 
shall take effect with reference to each of the said Pembroke, Blackrock, Bray, 5 
Dalkev, New Kilmainbam, and Clontarf townships; but the said last-recited 
Provisional Order does not include the said township of Kingstown : 

And whereas it appears to the said Board to he proper that the said last- 
recited Order shall be extended to and include the said township of Kingstown. 

It is ordered by the Local Government Board for Ireland that from and after 10 
the time of the. confirmation by Parliament of the said Dublin Corporation 
Waterworks Provisional Order, 1885, and of this Order, the following provisions 
shall take effect: — 

1. The several provisions, matters, and things ordered by the said Dublin 

Corporation Waterworks Provisional Order, 1885, and included therein, 15 
shall extend to, apply to, include, and take effect with reference to the said 
township of Kingstown in the like manner in all respects as if the said 
township of Kingstown was mentioned and included in the said 
Provisional Order along with the said several townships therein 
mentioned. 20 

2. All the costs, charges, and expenses of and incidental to applying for, 

preparing, obtaining, and confirming this Order shall be paid by the 
Corporation. 

8. This Order may be referred to and cited for all purposes as the Dublin 
Corporation and Waterworks Provisional Order (Kingstown) 18S5, 25

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LORDS AMENDMENTS 



TO THE 

LOCAL GOVERNMENT (IRELAND) 
PROVISIONAL ORDERS BILL. 



After clause 2. insert clauses (A.) and (B.) : 

The Provisional Orders hereby confirmed shall not have any 
retrospective operation or effect in any of the townships supplied 
with water by the Corporation of Dublin. 

For the purposes of the eighth section of the Dublin Cor- 
poration Waterworks and Fire Brigade Provisional Order, 1874, 
and of the Orders hereby confirmed, the statutable or contract 
allowance of water to the townships mentioned in that section 
shall be deemed to be twenty-five gallons per head per day, instead 
of twenty gallons per head per day, as provided by the Acts in 
that section mentioned relating to those townships respectively, and 
the said Orders and Acts shall be read and have effect accordingly.
